ing this loHE-iniled, thicket-haunting 
bird, which does not much relish close 
scrutiny. The brown thrasher is not 
so fond of fruit as the catbird and 
mocker, but devours a much .larger 
percentage of animal food. 
Beetles 


form one-half of the animal food, 
grasshoppers and crickets 
one-fifth, 


caterpillars, including cutworms, some- 
what less than one-fifth, and bugs, 
spiders, and millipeds comprise most 
of the-remainder. The brown thrash- 
er feeds on such coleopterous pests 
as wire worms, 
May beetles, 
rice 


•weevils, rose beetles, and figeaters. By 
ts destruction of these and other in- 
sects, which constitute more than 60 
per cent of its food, the thrasher much 
more than compensates foj that por- 
tion (about one-tenth) of its diet de- 
rived from cultivated crops.

It 
is a formula for artificial blood which 
closely approximates the characteris- 
tics ot real blood. 
It is composed 


chiefly ot gelatin solution, sodium chlo- 
ride and distilled water. The danger 
from hemorrhage Is due not so much 
to thcj loss ot the actual corpuscles In 
tho blood as to the loss of volume. A 
number ot experiments with thin now 
tormula Indicate that It will serve «n 
a substit'Jto for human blood, at lenat 
in many cases.

In J909 233,770 bi- 
cycles, valued at 13,228,189 were pro- 
duced. Tn 1914 the production reached 
3!>S,R9!» bicycles, with a value of $5,- 
361.229. 


At the same time the production ot 


motorcycles increased in still great- 
er proportions. 
In 1909 only 18.62S 


motorcycles were produced, having a 
value of 13,015.988, while In 1914, the 
output had increased to 62,793 motor- 
cycle, valued at $12,3vr,m. Thla rep- 
reKents an Increase of 237.1 per cent 
la number and 308 per cent In valu«.
